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City to benefit 

Councilmembers approve Block Grant program budget

Romulus councilmembers 
approved the 1991 Community 
Development Block Grant 
program budget recommenda- 
tions March 25. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
presented the council with an 
overview of where the funds 
would be distributed. 

“The total funding is 
$97,000,” McAnally said. “We 
recommend the council adopt 
the budget recommendations 
for the 1991 fiscal year.” 

The project descriptions and 
fund allowance are as follows: 

• APA Community Center - 
The 1991 CDBG program prop-

Residents 
have new 
location 
to vote

Romulus residents now have 
a new location to vote. 

After a long search by City 
Clerk Linda Choate to find a 
new home for precincts 9 and 
15, Merriman Executive Inn 
officials offered the use of their 
meeting room at no cost to the 
city. 

“We’ll have sufficient park- 
ing available,” Choate said. ‘‘I 
met with the manager of Merri- 
man and viewed the room and 
found that it meets our require- 
ments.” 

The meeting room is located 
on the ground floor near the 
lobby and is handicap- 
accessible. The area can also 
be accessed by a side door. 

“We will be sending all the 
registered voters a letter and 
card informing them of the new 
location,” Choate said. 

At the March 25 meeting, 
councilmembers questioned 
whether it would be legal for 
the precinct to be housed in a 
private location such as the 
Merriman Executive Inn. 

Choate said the election laws 
allow the Executive Inn as a 
legal polling place. 

Councilmembers agreed to 
the new location by a unani- 
mous vote. The polling area 
will be situated in time for the 
May 7 election, according to 
Choate.

• Adolescent Health Center - 
1991 CDBG program funds are 
to assist the Romulus public 
schools - adolescent health 
center - with the opportunity to 
provide health care costs to 
low- and moderate-income stu- 
dents at Romulus High School. 
About 332 students would be- 
nefit from the program. 
Budgeted is $2,500 for the pro- 
ject. 

• Community Development 
Department - The Community 
Development Department is 
coordinating the construction 
of phase three of the Wayne 
Road Sidewalk project. This is 
a continuation of the 1987 and 


1990 CDBG funded sidewalk 
projects. About $24,224 of 
CDBG funds will be used to con- 
struct sidewalks along Wayne 
Road north, on the east and 
west sides, between Ecorse 
and Beverly roads. 

• Community Development 
Department - About $9,700 or 
10 percent of the 1991 CDBG 
program allocation is budgeted 
for program administration. 
This is a mandatory budget 
allocation by program design. 

• First Step Counseling - The 

1991 CDBG program proposes 
a budget of $7,500 to continue 
services of counseling to low 
and moderate residents who 
are battered spouses or abuse 
victims. 

• Information Center - About 


$750 ik budgeted for the con- 
tinuation of information and re- 
ferral services offered to 
senior citizens through the In- 
formation Center. 

• Office of Nutrition - The 
1991 CDBG funds are being 
proposed to serve about 570 
meals to Romulus seniors 
through the Wayne County 
Office of Nutrition. Cost of each 
meal is $2.37, and continuing 
service to 570 seniors will cost 
about $1,350. 

• Romulus Civic League - 
The 1991 CDBG funds are to be 
used for Civic League en- 
gineering costs to redesign the 
parking lot at their hall. Prop- 
osed budget is $1,500. 

• Romulus Help Center - Ab-

An additional $10,000 is 
being proposed for the con- 
struction of a foot bridge con- 
necting the two areas of Park 
one at Beverly and Henry Ruff

Mayor thanks 
attorney general

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally recently gave her 
thanks and support through a 
letter to Attorney General 
Frank Kelly. 

McAnally’s letter thanked 
Kelly for taking steps toward 
filing a lawsuit against Wayne 
County regarding the dis- 
charge of ethylene glycol from 
the Metropolitan Airport into 
area streams and the Detroit 
River. 

“I am pleased that your 
office has taken this step to re- 
solve a major nuisance and wa- 
ter quality problem affecting 
not only Romulus, but sur- 
rounding downstream com- 
munities as well,” McAnally 
said. 

Romulus has also filed a law- 
suit against the county as a re- 
sult of severe flooding which 
occurred not only in Romulus 
but several other communities 


last February. 

“It appears to us the dis- 
charge of stormwater contain- 
ing ethylene glycol into the 
county drains and the sanitary 
sewer system certainly may 
have contributed to the sever- 
ity of basement flooding and 
the resulting enormous person- 
al property damage and finan- 
cial losses that were sustained 
by our residents,” McAnally 
said. 

The final resolution of the 
case is still pending, McAnally 
said. Attorney Michael Feiler 
is handling the Romulus case. 
McAnally informed Kelly the 
city has asked Feiler whether 
or not the city should join in 
with the Kelly lawsuit. 

McAnally offered any assist- 
ance to Kelly if needed. 

“The county’s willful neglect 
of the adverse environmental 
consequences related to 
ethylene glycol disposal can no 
longer be tolerated," McAnally 
said.

“We rented an office that’s 
4,200 square feet,” Plant said. 
“The building will be triple the 
size of what we have now. We 
are also expanding our ser- 
vices, which will include men- 
tal health services and subst- 
ance abuse programs.” 

The big move is targeted for 
April 15. More than 100 Romu- 
lus families make use of the 
Help Center, which was found- 
ed by Mayor Beverly McAnal- 
ly. Another 56 individuals who 
depend on the center are in- 
volved with the senior 
program. 

The services, however, are 
not limited to the Romulus area 
because the Center is open to

all individuals in western 
Wayne County, Plant said. 

“Since 1973, we’ve been pro- 
viding outpatient health ser- 
vices,” Plant said. 

The Help Center has a wide 
range of professional staff 
members, which include social 
workers and psychiatrists. 
Plant said additional staff 
could be added in the near fu- 
ture after the move is made. 

"It will be probably another 


six months or so before adding 
staff will be considered,” Plant 
said. 

A ribbon-cutting ceremony 
will be staged at 2 p.m. May 1 at 
the new location. 

Plant recently received a 
$648 check for the Help Center 
from Carolyn Landis, chair- 
woman of the Crop Walk. 

More than $10,000 was col- 
lected by 150 participants in the 
Crop Walk from five churches 


in Belleville and the Romulus 
Methodist Church. The Help 
Center portion of the funds will 
be used by a number of prog- 
rams, according to Plant. 

“The money is earmarked 
for assistance with seniors, the 
hungry, shelters and other 
kinds of relief needs,” Plant 
said. 

The Help Center has been re- 
ceiving funds from the Crop 
Walk for more than eight 
years.

Local soda fountain is 
step back in time

“We just had a repairman 
here the other day, and he told 
me he couldn’t service the 
machine anymore because the 
parts are no longer in exist- 
ence,” Cobb said. 

Soda fountains traditionally 
have been a meeting place for 
friends to get together to talk or 
pass the time. Wayne resident 
Judy Sanders has made a habit 
of walking to the drug store

“The soda fountain was here 
when my father bought the 
drug store 28 years ago,” Cobb 
said. “When he bought the 
store, it was originally a party 
store. People still enjoy coming 
in here for lunch or just for a 
snack. 

‘‘We have a lot of school 
teachers here at lunch time and 
customers waiting for pre- 
scriptions like to stop over at 
the fountain.” 

Besides maintaining the tra- 
ditional soda fountain struc- 
ture, Cobb is also using the 
same equipment which came 
with the fountain 28 years ago. 
The equipment includes an

' “Since I could walk I’ve been 
coming here,” Sanders said. 
“It’s sociable. I enjoy coming 
here every day for a sandwich. 
I have friends here. People ask 
me why don’t I just stay home 
and make a sandwich. It’s just 
not the same thing. ” 

Vera Cannon, waitress at the 
soda fountain, has been serving 
Wayne residents for more than 
20 years. 

“We use real Strohs ice 
cream,” Cannon said. 

Those interested in going 
back in time for that root beer 
float can try their luck at find- 
ing an empty stool at Cobb 
Pharmacy soda fountain from 
9 a.m. until 7 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 9 a.m. until

Fire officials said a house 
fire March 23 on Burton Street - 
which claimed the life of 
Romulus firefighter Donald J. 
Daughenbaugh - was caused 
by an electrical malfunction in 
the kitchen. 

Daughenbaugh. 25, died last 
week of an apparent heart 
attack shortly after helping co- 
workers to extinguish the fire. 
Daughenbaugh was buried 
March 28 at the Denton Cemet- 
ery in Van Buren Township. 

The home on Burton Street 
was badly burned, according to 
Deputy Fire Chief Robert Pec- 
senye. 

“We had 17 firefighters 
assist from two of our sta- 
tions,” Pecsenye said. “The 
fire started in the kitchen area 
where the fuse box was lo- 
cated.” 

Firefighters arrived at the 
scene about 1:35 p.m. It took 
nearly two hours to douse the 
flames. Firefighters used two 
pumpers and two rescue vans. 

“The family is with relatives 
right now,” Pecsenye said. “It 
will be up to the insurance com- 
pany to determine whether or 
not the home is a complete 
loss.” 

Daughenbaugh was a de- 
voted and dedicated firefighter 
who served the Romulus com- 
munity for more than five 
years, according to Romulus 
Fire Chief William Greenslait. 

“He got ill at the scene (of the 
fire),’’ Greenslait said. 
“According to the autopsy re- 
port, he had a heart attack.” 

Daughenbaugh grew up in 
Romulus and was a graduate of 
Romulus Senior High School.

Schools protest proposed Hale Creek bridge

Romulus school officials re- 
cently informed city officials 
that if a bridge was installed 
over the drainage ditch at the 
Hale Creek Elementary 
School, it would not solve a cur- 
rent foot traffic problem by stu- 
dents, but only increase the 
problem. 


City officials last month ex- 
pressed their concern about 
students cutting through the 
property on Burning Tree and 
Harrison. Willard Bower, su- 
pervisor of maintenance and 
operation for Romulus schools, 
explained the situation through 
a letter to Steve Banko, city 
ordinance director. 

“I cannot find any justifica- 
tion to warrant the expense nor 


the liability involved by install- 
ing a bridge over the drainage 
ditch at Hale Creek,” Bower 
said. “The current problem 
that exists as far as foot traffic 
would not be solved, but only 
increased.” 

Banko listed a number of 
reasons to councilmembers 
why a bridge shouldn’t be con- 
structed, including: 

• In the past, the property on 


Burning Tree and Harrison 
were vacant and owned by the 
city. Children could cut 
through the open lots causing 
little or no problems regarding 
trespassing. 

• The lots have all been de- 
veloped, and in order for any- 
one to use the walkway, they 
would have to walk along the 
side of the Hale Creek, which in 
the opinion of Banko, would be 


unsafe and hazardous to the 
children.

Homeless shelter set to open soon at Eloise site 


The construction is finished, 
the finishing touches are being 
added and an opening date 
should be announced soon. 

^ The Wayne County Family 
Center, a place for homeless 
families, is expected to open 
within the next month. Wayne 
County Executive Ed McNa- 
mara could announce the open- 
ing any day now, according to 
Bryce Denison, information 
officer for the center. 
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“I can reassure you the cen- 
ter will be open within the next 
month,” Denison said. 

When it does open, the eyes of 
the entire nation will be fo- 
cused upon it. The center is the 
first kind to give homeless 
families a place to live, while 
helping them to get back on 
their feet again. 

When a family enters the 
center not only will they have a 
place to live, but they w'ill also 
be able to talk with social work- 
ers, children can attend school, 
and they will learn some skills 
that will keep them off the 
streets and help them to re- 
enter the job market. 

The idea is so different from 
a traditional shelter, that coun- 
ty officials won’t refer to the 
center as a shelter. “We’re 
trying to stay away from the 
word shelter,” Denison said. 

County officials, Wayne Met- 
ropolitan Services officials and 
Homeless Advisory Committee 


members made sure the for- 
mer Eloise building, located 
near Henry Ruff Road and 
Michigan Avenue, had a homey 
look. They went as far as mak- 
ing sure the architect designed 
the inside and outside of the 
building more like a home. 

Each family will also have a 
mentor - someone w'ho has 


been in the same position, and 
have been able to turn their life 
around. 

Employees are currently 
being trained at the center. 
Manager Linda Makowski has 
been training the employees 
and is almost ready to begin 
training the volunteers. 

Thirty-eight communities in 


Wayne County have contri- 
buted to the center out of com- 
munity development funds. 
The center has also received 
more than $1 million in funding 
from the Housing and Urban 
Development Department. 

HUD Secretary Jack Kemp 
is hoping to be around when the 
center officially opens .

CHAPTER 35 

ARTICLE VIII 

SIZE WEIGHT AND LOAD RESTRICTIONS 
An Ordinance to Amend Chapter 35 of the Code of Ordinances by the 
Addition of an Article VIII for the purpose of enforcing size, weight and 
load restrictions on the streets and roadways within the City of Romulus. 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS. WAYNE COUNTY. MICHIGAN DOES 
HEREBY ORDAIN: 

Section 1: Short Title: This ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
amended Traffic and Motor Vehicle Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 35 is hereby amended by the addition of a new Article 
to be known as Article VIII providing for enforcement of size, weight 
and load restrictions on the streets and roadways within the City of 
Romulus. 

ARTICLE VIII - WEIGHTS & MEASURES 
DIVISION l - AUTHORITY 

35-900. Inspection of Vehicles. Equipment on motor vehicles as re- 
quired under Act 303* P.A. 1949. as amended, as well as this ordinance, 
shall be maintained. A uniformed police officer may, on reasonable 
grounds shown, stop a motor vehicle for inspection, and if any defects 
in equipment arc found, (s)he may issue an appropriate citation to the 
operator and further, may order the operator to have the dcfcct(s) 
repaired immediately. In the case of an accident, a police officer may 
make an inspection of the vehicle involved in the accident. 

State Law Reference MCL 257.715(1) 

35-901. Driving vehicle of size or weight exceeding stated limitations, 
misdemeanor or civil infraction; power of local authorities. Unless 
specifically declared to be a civil infraction, it is a misdemeanor for a 
person to drive or move or for the owner to cause or permit to be driven 
or moved on a highway, a vehicle or vehicles of a size or weight 
exceeding the limitations stated in this article or otherwise in violation 
of this chapter. 

35-902. Inapplicability of provisions. The provisions of this chapter 
governing size, weight, and load shall not apply to a fire apparatus, or 
to an implement of husbandry incidentally moved upon a highway, or 
to a vehicle operated under the terms of a specific permit issued as 
provided in the Michigan Vehicle Code. 

State Law Reference MCL 257.716 
35-903. Authority to require weighing of vehicle. (1) A police officer 
or a duly authorized agent of the City of Romulus, having reason to 
believe that the weight of a vehicle and load is unlawful may require 
the driver to stop and submit to a weighing of the vehicle by either 
portable or stationary scales approved and sealed by the department of 
agriculture as a legal weighing device, and may require that the vehicle 
be driven to the nearest weighing station of the state transportation 
department for the purpose of allowing an officer or agent of the state 
transportation department or county road commission to determine 
whether the conveyance is loaded in conformity with this chapter. 
Same; Use of duly marked vehicle by agent. (2) An agent or authorized 
representative of the City of Romulus shall not stop a tmek or vehicle 
in movement upon a road or highway within the said city for any 
purpose, unless the agent or authorized representative is driving a duly 
marked vehicle, clearly showing and denoting it as a city vehicle. 
35-904. Enforcement by police officer, investigation: detention of 
driver, arrest. Any police having reason to believe that the load, weight, 
or height of a vehicle or load is in violation of section 35-900 et seq, 
which violation is a misdemeanor, may require the driver of the vehicle 
to stop, and the officer may investigate, weigh, or measure the vehicle 
or load. If after personally investigating, weighing, or measuring the 
vehicle or load, the officer determines that the load, weight, or height 
of a vehicle or load are in violation of the requirements of Section 
35-900 et seq, the officer may temporarily detain the driver of the 
l vehicle for purposes of making a record or vehicle check, may make 
* an arrest for the violation, and may proceed as otherwise provided in 
I this code, 

35-905. Police officer, extraterritorial authority. A police officer of this 
city, may exercise authority and powers outside this city when enforc- 
ing this chapter on a street or highway which is on the boundary of the 
city, the same as if in this city. 

35-906. Failure to stop vehicle. A driver or owner of a vehicle who 
knowingly fails to stop when requested or ordered to do so by a police 
officer, or a duly authorized agent of the City of Romulus, who is, by 
virtue of this Code, authorized to require the driver to stop and submit 
to a weighing of the vehicle and load by means of a portable scale, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

35-907. Information to be painted on trucks, tractors, trailers. (1) All 
motor trucks or tractors, except as provided in subsection (3), of more 
than 5,000 pounds registered weight and all towing or platform bed 
wrecker road service vehicles in operation upon the public highways 
of this state shall have the name, city and state or the registered logo 
or emblem of the registered owner of the vehicle, and lessee of the 
vehicle if the vehicle is being operated under lease, painted or perma- 
nently attached on each side of the cab on a motor truck or truck tractor 
in letters of not less than 3 inches in height, not lower than the bottom 
edge of the door, except that motor trucks with closed van bodies may 
place the information on each side of the van body not lower than the 
bottom edge of the cab door. This information shall be in sharp color 
contrast to the background. 

Same; Removable identification devices. (2) Except for lowing or 
platform bed wrecker road service vehicle, the identification require- 
ments of subsection (1) may be met through the use of removable 
devices which meet the requirements of subsection (1). These devices 
shall be of durable construction and securely attached to each side of 
the motor truck or truck tractor. The removable devices shall be 
attached so that the identification is in a horizontal position. 

Same; Nonapplicability to farm trucks. (3) This section shall not apply 
to trucks eligible for and equipped with farm license plates. 

Same; Civil Infraction. (4) A person who violates this section is 
responsible for a civil infraction. 

DIVISION 2 - FLAMMABLE 

35-908. Transportation of flammable liquids in bulk; restrictions; 
statutory construction. (1) Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
section, a truck tractor pulling a semitrailer and trailer combination or 
a truck tractor pulling 2 semitrailers shall not transport, except between 
the hours of midnight to 6 a.m. on routes and at times designated by 
the state fire safety board, a flammable liquid, in bulk, which has a flash 
point at or below 70 degrees Fahrenheit within a county having a 
population of 600,000 or more. In addition, a truck, a truck pulling a 
trailer, or a truck tractor pulling a semitrailer shall not transport, except 
between the hours of midnight to 6 a.m. on routes and at times 
designated by the state fire safety board, a flammable liquid, in bulk, 
which has a flash point at or below 70 degrees Fahrenheit, in a quantity 
of more than 9,000 gallons within a county having a population of 
600,000 or more. The exceptions provided by this subsection for 
transport on routes designated by the state fire safety board shall be 
construed to permit that transport only for the purpose of picking up 
or delivering a flammable liquid at a supply depot. 

Same; Transportation of flammable liquids in bulk; fire safety stand- 
ards. (2) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, a truck, 
truck pulling a trailer, truck tractor pulling a semitrailer, a truck tractor 
pulling a semitrailer and trailer combination, or a truck tractor pulling 
2 semitrailers shall not transport a flammable liquid, in bulk, which has 
a flashpoint at or below' 70 degrees Fahrenheit within this state, unless 
the truck, truck and trailer combination, truck tractor and semitrailer 
combination, truck tractor, semitrailer, and trailer combination, or 
truck tractor and 2 semitrailer combinations meet safety standards as 
determined by the state fire safety board. 

Same; Transportation of flammable liquids in bulk; truck with certain 
water capacity; restrictions. (3) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of this section, a truck w ith a w'ater capacity of more than 9,500 gallons, 
a truck tractor pulling a semitrailer with a water capacity of more than 
9,500 gallons, a truck pulling a trailer, a truck tractor pulling a semi- 
trailer and trailer combination, or a truck tractor pulling 2 semitrailers 


shall not transport a flammable liquid, in bulk, which has a flash point 
at or below 70 degrees Fahrenheit in this state, unless the existing 
manhole or inspection ports of each truck, semitrailer, or trailer in the 
vehicle combination has been equipped with devices which arc capable 
of withstanding the forces caused by an internal pressure of 50 pounds 
per square inch, applied and held at least 50 milliseconds, and then 
released to 2 pounds per square inch, without having any residual 
venting of flammable liquid during the subsequent 2 pounds per square 
inch condition. 

Same; Trucks, semitrailers manufactured after certain date; prohibi- 
tion; exception. (4) Notwithstanding any other provision of this sec- 
tion, a truck or truck tractor pulling a semitrailer, a semitrailer and 
trailer combination, or 2 semitrailers shall not transport a flammable 
liquid, in bulk, which has a flash point at or below 70 degrees Fahren- 
heit in this slate, if the truck or semitrailer, a semitrailer and trailer 
combination, or 2 semitrailers arc manufactured after July 1, 1982. or 
was manufactured before July 1, 1982, but was not a vehicle registered 
in this state by the secretary of state at any time between January 1, 
1985 and October 1. 1985 unless the truck or the semitrailer, a semi- 
trailer and trailer combination, or 2 semitrailers have a water capacity 
of less than 13,800 gallons. 

Same; Transportation of flammable liquids in bulk; maximum quan- 
tity; effective date. (5) Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
section, a truck or truck tractor pulling a semitrailer shall not transport 
a flammable liquid, in bulk, which has a flash point at or below 70 
degrees Fahrenheit in a quantity of more than 13,400 gallons, effective 
upon adoption. 

Same; Transportation of flammable liquid in bulk, prohibition; excep- 
tion; filing of notarized statement; time; bill of lading; daily log 
contents. (6) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, a 
truck or truck tractor pulling a trailer or semitrailer, a semitrailer or 
trailer combination, or 2 semitrailers shall not transport a flammable 
liquid, in bulk, which has a flash point at or below 70 degrees Fahren- 
heit in a quantity of more than 13,400 gallons unless the owner of the 
truck or truck tractor pulling the trailer or semitrailer, combination 
semitrailer or trailer, or 2 semitrailers files with the department of slate 
police within 60 days after the effective date of this act a notarized 
statement that the truck or truck tractor pulling the trailer or semitrailer, 
semitrailer or trailer combination, or 2 semitrailers did transport a 
flammable liquid, in bulk, having a flash point at or below 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit, at any time between March 1, 1985 and October 1. 1985. 
Attached to the notarized statement shall be one of the following: 

(a) A copy of the bill of lading containing the date the flammable liquid 
was transported and the permanent identification number of the 
trailer or semitrailer in which the flammable liquid was transported. 

(b) A copy of the daily log prepared by the driver of the vehicle 
transporting the flammable liquid which contains the dale the flam- 
mable liquid was transported and the permanent identification num- 
ber of the trailer or semitrailer in which the flammable liquid was 
transported. 

35-909. Misdemeanor; fine, imprisonment. (1) The owner or driver of 
a vehicle which transports a flammable liquid in violation of this 
section is guilty of a misdemeanor and may suffer a fine up to $500.00, 
or 90 day incarceration, or both. 

Same; Enforcement. (2) This section shall be enforced only by a police 
officer. 

DIVISION 3 - MEASURES 

35-910. Operation or movement of implement of husbandry ; extension 
beyond center line of highway. A person may operate or move an 
implement of husbandry of any width on a highway as required for 
normal farming operations without obtaining a special permit for an 
excessively wide vehicle or load under Section 35-91 1(5). The opera- 
tion or movement of the implement of husbandry shall be in a manner 
so as to minimize the interruption of traffic flow. A person shall not 
operate or move an implement of husbandry to the left of the center of 
the roadway from a half hour after sunset to a half hour before sunrise, 
under the condition specified in the Michigan Motor Code. Of dt'df\y 
time visibility is substantially diminished due to weather conditions. 
A person operating or moving an implement of husbandry shall follow 
all traffic regulations. 

35-911. Width of vehicle or load. (1) The total outside width of a 
vehicle or the load on a vehicle shall not exceed 96 inches, except as 
otherwise provided in this section. 

Same; Outside width. (2) The total outside width of the load of a vehicle 
hauling concrete pipe, agricultural products, or unprocessed logs, 
pulpwood, or wood bolts shall not exceed 108 inches. 

Same; Vehicle with pneumatic tires. (3) Except as provided in section 
(35-910), if a vehicle which is equipped with pneumatic tires is 
operated on a highway, the maximum width from the outside of 1 wheel 
and tire to the outside of the opposite wheel and tire shall not exceed 
102 inches, and the outside width of the body of the vehicle or the load 
on the vehicle shall not exceed 96 inches. 

Same; Width of bus. (4) The total outside width of a bus shall not 
exceed 102 inches. 

Same; Permit. (5) A vehicle shall not extend beyond the center line of 
a state trunk line highway except when authorized by law. Except as 
provided in section (35- 910), if the width of the vehicle makes it 
impossible to slay away from the center line, a permit shall be obtained 
under MCL 257.725. 

35-912. Designation of highway for operation of vehicle or vehicle 
combination. (1) The director of the state transportation department, a 
county road commission, or the city may designate a highway under 
the agency’s jurisdiction as a highway on which a person may operate 
a vehicle or vehicle combination which is not more than 102 inches in 
width, including load, the operation of which would otherwise be 
prohibited by this section. The agency making the designation may 
require that the owner or lessee of the vehicle or of each vehicles in the 
vehicle combination secure a permit before operating the vehicle or 
vehicle combination. This subsection does not restrict the issuance of 
a special permit under MCL 257.725 for the operation of a vehicle or 
vehicle combination. This subsection does not permit the operation of 
a vehicle or vehicle combination described in Division 2, carry ing a 
load described in that section if the operation would otherwise result 
in a violation of that Section. 

Same; Violation as civil infraction; owner charged. (2) A person who 
violates this section is responsible for a civil infraction. The owner of 
the vehicle may be charged with a violation of this Section. 

35-913. Width of load carried on passenger-type vehicle; violation, 
civil infraction. (1) A passenger type vehicle shall not be operated on 
a highway with a load carried on the vehicle extending beyond the line 
of the fenders on the left side of the vehicle nor extending more than 6 
inches beyond the line of the fenders on the right side of the vehicle. 
(2) A person who violates this Section is responsible for a civil 
infraction. 

35-914. Height of vehicle or load; liability for damage to bridge or 
viaduct. A vehicle unloaded or with load shall not exceed a height of 
13 feet 6 inches. The owner of a vehicle which collides with a lawfully 
established bridge or viaduct shall be liable for all damages and injury 
resulting from a collision caused by the height of the vehicle, whether 
the clearance of the bridge or viaduct is posted or not. 

35-915. Length requirements; truck tractor, semitrailer, trailer; opera- 
tion only on certain highway and routes; exceptions; devices excluded 
from length determinations. ( 1 ) A vehicle, except a truck tractor, trailer, 
or semitrailer, including load, shall not exceed a total length of 40 feet. 
The total length of a semitrailer operating in a truck tractor and total 
length of a semitrailer operating in a truck tractor and semitrailer 
combination shall not exceed 53 feet, including load. All semitrailers 
longer than 50 feet shall have a wheel base of 40.5 feet plus or minus 
0.5 feet, measured from the kingpin coupling to the center of the rear 
axles or to the center of the tandem axle assembly if equipped with 2 
axles. A combination of truck tractor, semitrailer, and trailer, or truck 
and semitrailer or trailer, or a combination of truck tractor and 2 
semitrailers, including load, shall not exceed a total overall length of 
59 feet except as provided for on routes designated and approved by 
the state transportation department and by local authorities with respect 
to highways under their jurisdiction on which a person may operate a 


combination of a truck tractor, semitrailer, and trailer or a truck tractor 
and 2 semitrailers with no limit on the overall combination length, if 
the length of each semitrailer or trailer including load docs not exceed 
28 1/2 feet. A truck tractor and semitrailer combination with a semi- 
trailer length longer than 50 feet shall not be allowed to operate with 
more than 2 axles on the semitrailer. All truck tractor and semitrailer 
combinations with a semitrailer length longer than 50 feet shall travel 
exclusively on highways designated by the appropriate road authority. 
The city shall have the option of prohibiting stops within their juris- 
dictions unless the stop occurs along appropriately designated routes, 
or is necessary for emergency purposes or to reach shippers, receivers, 
warehouses, and terminals along designated routes. A trailer or semi- 
trailer in actual and lawful use in this state on December 1, 1982, may 
be operated in this state for the life of the vehicle in a combination with 
other vehicles in actual and lawful use in this state as of December 1, 
1982. if the combination was of legal length under the law of this state 
immediately preceding January 24, 1984. In calculating the length of 
a trailer or semitrailer under this subsection, the length shall be based 
on the cargo carrying portion of the vehicle only, including load. A 
truck tractor or other motor vehicle shall not haul more than 1 trailer 
and 1 semitrailer or more than 2 semitrailers in combination at any 1 
time, except that a farm tractor may haul 2 wagons or trailers or garbage 
and refuse haulers may, during daylight hours, haul up to 4 trailers for 
garbage and refuse collection purposes, not exceeding in any combi- 
nation a total length of 55 feet at a speed of not exceed 15 miles per 
hour. In determining the length of a vehicle or a vehicle combination 
under this subsection, the length shall not be considered to include 
safety and energy conservation devices including, but not limited, to , 
impact absorbing bumpers, rear view mirrors, turn signal lamps, 
marker lamps, steps and hand holds for entry and egress, flexible fender 
extensions, mud flaps, or splash and spray suppressant devices; load 
induced tire bulge; refrigeration or heating units; or air compressors. 
A device shall be excluded from a determination of length only if it is 
not designed or used for the carrying of cargo. 

Two semitrailers pulled by truck, use of fifth wheel connecting assem- 
bly. (2) If a combination of 2 semitrailers is pulled by a truck or truck 
tractor, a fifth wheel connecting assembly which conforms with motor 
carrier safety rules promulgated by the department of state police 
pursuant to the motor carrier safely act of 1963, Act No. 181 of the 
Public Acts of 1963, as amended, being section 480.1 1 to 480.21 of 
the Michigan Compiled Laws, shall be used on each semitrailer. 
Same; Trains of vehicles. (3) A train of vehicles or a vehicle operated 
alone shall not carry a load extending more than 3 feet beyond the front 
of the train of vehicles or vehicle. 

35-916. Rear fender or bumper requirements. (1) A motor vehicle, 
trailer, or semitrailer whose frame or body extends more than 36 inches 
beyond the rear of its rear axle and is more than 42 inches above the 
roadway shall not be operated on the highways of this state unless 
equipped with a fender or bumper on the extreme rear of the frame or 
body. The bumper shall extend downward from the rear of the frame 
or body to within 30 inches of the roadway and be of substantial 
construction. 

Same; Undcrridc guard requirement. (2) A truck tractor and semitrailer 
combination with a semitrailer length longer than 50 feet whose frame 
or body extends more than 36 inches beyond the rear of its rear axle 
and is more than 42 inches above the roadway shall not be operated on 
the highways of this state unless equipped with an underride guard on 
the extreme rear of the frame or body. The undenide guard shall meet 
all of the following requirements: 

(a) Two side marker lamps which display an amber light, 1 on each 
side of the semitrailer, located at 1/2 the distance from the front to 
the rear of the semitrailer. 

(b) Two reflectors which reflect an amber light, 1 on each side of the 
semitrailer, located at 1/2 the distance from the front to the rear of 
the semitrailer. 

(c) Two clearance lamps, 1 on each side of the' semitrailer, located at 
1/2 the distance from the front to the rear and as near to the top of 
the semitrailer as practicable. 

Same: Lamp distance and lighting specifications. (3) A lamp required 
under subsection (2) shall be lighted at the times specified in the Motor 
Vehicle Code and shall be visible when lighted at a distance of 500 feet 
from the side of the semitrailer on which it is mounted. A reflector 
required under subsection (2) shall be visible at the time specified in 
the Motor Vehicle Code from all distances from 50 to 500 feet from 
the semitrailer when directly in front of lawful upper beams of head- 
lamps. 

35-917. Vehicle carriers; size and load restrictions. Notwithstanding 
any other provisions of this section, a person may operate a combina- 
tion of truck tractor, semitrailer, and trailer, or truck tractor and 
semitrailer or trailer designed and used exclusively to transport assem- 
bled motor vehicles or bodies, recreational vehicles, or boats, which 
does not exceed a total length of 65 feet. The load on the combination 
of vehicles may extend an additional 3 feet beyond the front and 4 feet 
beyond the rear of the combination of vehicles. 

[Retractable extensions used to support and secure the load that do not 
extend beyond the allowable overhang for the front and rear shall not 
be included in determining the length of a loaded vehicle or combina- 
tion of vehicles.] 

35-918. Combinations; maximum axle allowance. (1) A combination 
of vehicles shall not have more than 1 1 axles. 

Same: Combinations; vehicle carriers; length restrictions; designated 
routes. (2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, a 
number of motor vehicles, wholly or partially assembled, may be 
transported over the highways of this state in combination, utilizing 1 
tow bar or 33 saddle mounts with full mount mechanisms and utilizing 
the motive power of 1 of the vehicles in combination. The combination 
shall not exceed the maximum length of 65 feet for the transportation 
of assembled motor vehicles, and the vehicles in the combination shall 
be adequately and securely fastened together in compliance with 
regulations of the state and of any federal agency having jurisdiction 
over the transportation. If motor vehicles are towed by means of triple 
saddle mounts, the towed vehicles shall have brakes acting on all 
wheels which are in contact with the roadway. A combination exceed- 
ing 55 feet in length may be operated only on highways and routes 
approved and designated for that operation by the state transportation 
department and by the city with respect to highways under its jurisdic- 
tion. 

35-919. Violations; owner’s liability. A person who violates this 
section is responsible for a civil infraction. The owner of the vehicle 
may be charged with a violation of this section. 

DIVISION 4 - LOADS & LOADING 
35-920. Prevention of escape of contents; loading and construction 
requirements; commercial vehicles carrying logs or tubular products, 
exception. (1) A person shall not drive or move a vehicle, except a 
commercial vehicle carrying logs or tubular products on a highway 
unless the vehicle is so constructed or loaded as to prevent its contents 
from dropping, sifting, leaking, blowing off, or otherwise escaping 
from the vehicle. The tailgate, faucets and taps on a vehicle shall be 
securely closed to prevent spillage during transportation whether the 
vehicle is loaded or empty, and the body of the vehicle shall not have 
any holes or cracks through which material can escape. Any highway 
maintenance vehicle engaged in either ice or snow removal shall be 
exempt from this act. 

Same; Lack of necessity for proof of actual spillage or proof thereof. 
(2) Actual spillage of material on the highway or proof of that spillage 
is not necessary to prove a violation of this section. 

Same; Commercial vehicles not completely enclosed. (3) A commer- 
cial vehicle carrying a load, other than logs or tubular products, which 
is not completely enclosed shall meet cither of the following require- 
ments: 

(a) Be loaded so that no part of the load making contact with any 
sideboard or side panel or rear part of the enclosure shall be within 
6 inches of the top of the part of the enclosure contacted, unless the 
load is covered with firmly secured canvas or similar type covering.

(b) Have the load securely fastened to the body or the frame of the 
vehicle with binders of adequate number and of adequate breaking 
strength to prevent the dropping off or shifting of the load. 

Same; Violation; prima facie liability. (4) A company or individual 
who loads or unloads a vehicle or causes it to be loaded or unloaded, 
with knowledge that it is to be driven on a public highway, in a manner 
so as to cause a violation of subsection (1) shall be prima facie liable 
for a violation of this section. 

Same; Conditions for carrying logs or tubular products. (5) A person 
shall not operate a motor vehicle carrying logs or tubular products on 
a highway unless the following conditions are met: 

(a) If the logs or tubular products are loaded crosswise or at right angles 
to the side of the vehicle, the load of logs or tubular producLs shall 
be securely fastened to the body or frame of the vehicle with not less 
than 2 binders which are secured to the frame and binders completely 
encircle the load. 

(b) If the vehicle is a truck or trailer carrying logs which has a loading 
surface more than 33 feet in length and the logs arc loaded crosswise 
or at right angle to the side of the vehicle, the vehicle shall be 
equipped with a center partition located approximately 1/2 the 
distance from the front to the rear of the loading surface of the truck 
or trailer. The center partition shall be cither a center mounted 
hydraulic loader or a centcrset of stakes and shall be pinned, bolted, 
or otherwise securely fastened to the frame. The load shall be 
secured as required by subdivision (a) and, in addition, the 2 length- 
wise lie downs shall be attached or threaded through the center 
partition at a level not less than 1 foot below the load height. 

(c) If the logs or tubular products arc loaded lengthwise of the vehicle 
obliquely or parallel to the sides, with metal stakes and pockets, the 
load of logs or tubular products shall be secured as follows: 

(i) With 2 tie downs from frame to frame for every tier. 

(ii) So that not more than 1/2 the diameter of the top log or tubular 
product extends higher than the stake tops. 

(iii) With 2 cross chains per tier if the load extends more than 5 
feet above the loading surface. 

(iv) So that every 10 linear feet, and any remaining fraction 
thereof, has not less than 1 tie down from frame to frame. 

(d) If the logs or tubular products are loaded lengthwise of the vehicle, 
obliquely or parallel to the sides, with permanent metal gusdeted 
bunks, the load of logs or tubular products shall be secufcdvas 
follows: 

(i) With 2 tie downs from frame to frame for every tier. 

(ii) So that not more than 1/2 the diameter of the top log extends 
higher than the stake tops. 

(iii) So that every 10 linear feet, and any remaining fraction 
thereof, has not less than 1 tie down from frame to frame. 

(e) The tie downs, cross chains, stakes, and other materials used to 
secure loads of logs or tubular products as required under subdivi- 
sions (a) to (d) shall meet the following minimum requirements: 

(i) Chain shall be steel and shall be of a strength not less than 5/16 
inch in diameter "transport", which is embossed with a grade 
stamp representative of grade 70, or not less than 3/8 inch in 
diameter "high test", which is embossed with a grade stamp 
representative of grade 40. Chain shall not be repaired by weld- 
ing, wire, or cold shuts. 

(ii) Wire rope shall be of improved plow steel and not less than 
3/8 inch in diameter. 

(iii) Webbing strap shall be not less than 3 inches in width and 
shall have a minimum breaking strength of 14,000 pounds. 

(iv) Metal stakes shall be of sufficient strength to hold and contain 
the load. 

(v) Connecting links and hooks shall be at least as strong as the 
tie down material used. 

Same; Inapplicability of section; transporting agricultural commodi- 
ties; farm operations. (6) This section shall not apply to a person 
operating a vehicle to transport seasonal agricultural commodities at 
the time of harvest or in the normal operation of the farm. 

Same; Inapplicability of subsection as to vehicles not completely 
enclosed. (7) Subsection (3) shall not apply to a motor vehicle trans- 
porting items of a load which because of their weight will not fall off 
the moving vehicle and which have their centers of gravity located at 
least 6 inches below the top of the enclosure. 

Same; Violation; misdemeanor; penalty. (8) A person who violates this 
section is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Same; Definitions. (9) As used in this section: 

(a) "Cross chain" means a chain which extends through the load of logs 
or tubular products and is connected at each end to a side stake. 

(b) "Logs" means sawlogs, pulpwood, or tree length poles . 

(c) "Tie down" means a high strength material which is used to secure 
the load of logs or tubular products to the frame or the bed of the 
vehicle. 

(d) "Tier" means a vertical pile or stack of logs or tubular products. 
35-921. Gross vehicle weight, gross axle weight; determination; ex- 
ception. ( 1 ) For the purpose of enforcement of this act, the gross vehicle 
weight of a single vehicle and load or a combination of vehicles and 
loads, shall be determined by weighing individual axles or groups of 
axles, and the total weight on all the axles shall be the gross vehicle 
weight. In addition, the gross axle weight shall be determined by 
weighing individual axles or by weighing a group of axles and dividing 
the gross weigh of the group of axles by the number of axles in the 
group. Pursuant to subsection (8), the overall gross weight on a group 
of 2 or more axles shall be determined by weighing individual axles or 
several axles, and the total weight of all the axles in the group shall be 
the overall gross weight of the group. 

Same; Gross vehicle weight over certain amount; designation of high- 
ways: requirements; formula. (2) The loading maximum in this sub- 
section shall apply to interstate highways, and with respect to highways 
under its jurisdiction, may designate a highway, or a section of a 
highway, for the operation of vehicles having a gross vehicle weight 
of not more than 80,000 pounds which are subject to the following load 
maximums: 

(a) 20.000 pounds on any 1 axle including all enforcement tolerances. 

(b) A tandem axle weight of 34.000 pounds including all enforcement 
tolerances. 

(c) An overall gross wight on a group of 2 or more consecutive axles 
equaling: 

W=JQQ iLN) + 12N + 36 
(N-l) 


where W = overall gross weight on a group of 2 or more consecutive 
axles to the nearest 500 pounds, L = distance in feet between the 
extreme of a group of 2 or more consecutive axles, and N = number of 
axles in the group under consideration; except that 2 consecutive sets 
of tandem axles may carry a gross load of 34,000 pounds each if the 
first and last axles of the consecutive sets of tandem axles are not less 
than 36 feet apart. The gross vehicle weight shall not exceed 80,000 
pounds including all enforcement tolerances. Except for 5 axle truck 
tractor, semitrailer combinations having 2 consecutive sets of tandem 
axles, vehicles having a gross weight determined by application of the 
formula in this subsection shall be subject to the maximum axle loads 
of subsections (1) and (2). As used in this subsection, "tandem axle 
weight" means the total weight transmitted to the road by 2 or more 
consecutive axles, the centers of which may be included between 
parallel transverse vertical planes spaced more than 40 inches, but not 
more than 96 inches, apart, extending across the full width of the 
vehicle. 

Same; Gross weight allowances. (3) The total gross weight of a truck 
tractor, semitrailer, and trailer combination or a truck tractor and 2 
semitrailers combination which exceeds 59 feet in length shall not 
exceed a ratio of 400 pounds per engine not horsepower delivered to 
clutch or its equivalent specified in the SAE handbook published by 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, Inc. (1977). 

Same; Civil infraction. (4) A person who violates this section is 
responsible for a civil infraction. 

35-922. Shifting or removal of load; impounding vehicle for nonpay- 
ment of fines and costs; lien; appearance before judge or magistrate; 
powers of agents of highway department or county road commission. 
When the officer or agent, upon weighing a vehicle and load, deter- 
mines that the weight is unlawful, the officer or agent may require the 
driver to stop the vehicle in a suitable place and remain standing until 
that portion of the load is shifted or removed as necessary to reduce the 
gross axle load weight of the vehicle to the limit permitted under this 
chapter. All material unloaded as provided under this subsection shall 
be cared for by the owner or operator of the vehicle at the risk of the 
owner or operator. A judge or magistrate imposing a civil fine and costs 
under this section which arc not paid in full immediately or for which 
a bond is not immediately posted in double the amount of the civil fine 
and costs shall order the driver or owner to move the vehicle at the 
driver’s own risk to a place of safekeeping within the jurisdiction of 
the judge dr magistrate; inform the judge dr magistrate writing df 
the plade of safekeeping, arid keep the vehicle until* the fme^Stid costs 
are paid or sufficient bond is furnished or until judge or magistrate is 
satisfied that the fine and costs will be paid. The officer or dgtflh who 
had determined, after weighing a vehicle and load, that the weight is 
unlawful, may require the driver to provide to a judge or magistrate 
within the county. If ihe judge or magistrate is satisfied that the 
probable civil fine and costs will be paid by the owner or lessee, the 
judge or magistrate may allow the driver to proceed, after the load is 
made legal. If the judge or magistrate is not satisfied that the owner or 
lessee, after a notice and a right to be heard on the merits is given, will 
pay the amount of the probable civil fine and costs, the judge or 
magistrate may order the vehicle to be impounded until trial on the 
merits is completed under conditions set forth in this section for the 
impounding of vehicles after the civil fine and costs have been im- 
posed. Removal of the vehicle, and forwarding, care or preservation of 
the load shall be under the control of and at the risk of the owner or 
driver. Vehicle impounded shall be subject to a lien, subject to a prior 
valid bona fide lien of prior record, in the amount of the civil fine and 
costs and if the civil fine and costs arc not paid within 90 days after the 
seizure, the judge or magistrate shall certify the unpaid judgment to the 
City Attorney, who shall proceed to enforce the lien by foreclosure sale 
in accordance with procedure authorized in the case of chattel mortgage 
foreclosures. When the duly authorized agent of the state transportation 
department or county road commission is performing duties under this 
chapter, the agent shall have all Ihe powers conferred upon peace 
officers by the general laws of this state. 

35-923. Penally for weight violation. An owner of a vehicle or a lessee 
of the vehicle of an owner-operator, or other person, who causes or 
allows a vehicle to be loaded and driven or moved on a highway, when 
the weight of that vehicle violates Section 35-921 is responsible for a 
civil infraction and shall pay a civil fine in an amount equal to 3 cents 
per pound for each pound of excess load over 1,000 pounds when the 
excess is 2,000 pounds or less; 6 cents per pound of excess load when 
the excess is over 2,000 pounds but not over 3.000 pounds; 9 cents per 
pound for each pound of excess load when the excess is over 3,000 
pounds but not over 4,000 pounds; 12 cents per pound for each pound 
of excess load when the excess is over 4,000 pounds but not over 5.000 
pounds; 15 cents per pound for each pound of excess load when the 
excess is over 5,000 pounds but not over 10,000 pounds; and 20 cents 
per pound for each pound of excess load when the excess is over 1 0,000 
pounds. However, the court shall have discretionary power as to the 
amount of civil fine within the schedule provided in section 907(3) of 
the Michigan Vehicle Code for a civil infraction where, at the time of 
the violation, either the motor vehicle, motor vehicle and semitrailer, 
or trailer did not exceed the total weight which would be lawful for 
each unit by a proper distribution of load upon the various axles 
supporting each unit. 

Section 35-924 - 929 are reserved. 

Section 6: Section 35-859 SEVERABILITY 
Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-scction or section of this 
Article be declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any 
court, such declaration shall not affect any portion of this Article other 
than the part specifically declared to be void. 

Section 7: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication 
in the official newspaper.

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Airport 91 : A 
disaster averted 


The continuing saga of Mettetal Airport in Canton 
Township has taken yet another dramatic turn with the 
confirmation of soil contamination by the Department of 
Natural Resources last week. 

The extent of contamination, or the amount, has yet to be 
determined, although the DNR has ordered studies to see if 
the contamination goes beyond the area of the fuel tanks on 
the property. 

Had Canton township officials decided to purchase this 
facility and begin operation of a municipal airport at the 
site, the township would now be liable for the $10,000 fee for 
the the contamination study and, if necessary, the fees for 
the clean up of the site. This might have been one of the 
costliest purchases the township has made. 

Township Supervisor Tom Yack and the members of the 
board of trustees have been subjected to much criticism for 
their decision not to buy this facility. There have been 
threats, innuendo and behind-the-scenes manuevering to 
change their decision in this matter. 

To date, they have stood firm. Now, with the discovery of 
contamination at the site, it would appear that they not only 
made the correct decision in the matter, but that they de- 
serve an apology from those who have publicly and private- 
ly criticized them. 

We have supported their decision since it was rendered, 
understanding the amount of time and effort spent in study- 
ing the situation and discussing the advantages and draw- 
backs of municipal ownership of an airport. Plymouth city 
and township officials have also suffered the slings and 
arrows of public criticism and opinion with their decision to 
attempt to purchase the airport and operate it as a municip- 
al facility located in another area. There have been 
threatened recalls, resignations and extensive discussion 
and energy spent on this issue. 

This finding of contamination at the site has prompted a 
great deal of speculation regarding the examination of the 
site. Many claim that political motives prompted the test- 
ing of the soil. The discovery of the pollutants has been 
related in terms of a covert spy operation worthy of an 
espionage expert. 

What remains inviolate, however, is the effort of the 
members of the Canton Township Board of Trustees to 
protect the interests of the township residents, insure the 
tax base and operate within a budget which does not allow 
for the protection of the special interests of a few influential 
people. 

While the controversy will undoubtedly continue to rage, 
we remain firm in our support of the decision of the Canton 
Township Board of Trustees, many of whom have learned 
the hard way that being right is sometimes difficult indeed. 


College must make 
good on reforms 

It is gratifying to hear new Wayne County Community 
College President Rafael Cortada speak about the prob- 
lems which face the school. 

Without any attempt to minimize or color the practices 
which have mired the facility in charges of wrongdoing and 
financial mismanagement, Cortada explains that these 
new findings will only provide him with the evidence to 
force changes in accounting, enrollment and application 
procedures. Many of the charges and inaccuracies found in 
the record keeping were prompted by Cortada’s requests 
for audits of the records. 

This may be the last opportunity the school has to imple- 
ment the reforms necessary for continuance in the area. We 
have always felt that Wayne County Community College 
was an excellent idea and provided a valuable service to 
many who otherwise might not have the opportunity to 
continue education beyond high school. 

We wish Cortada well in his efforts for reforms and com- 
mend his attitude of necessary and willing change. We hope 
he is successful and that he can act in time.

Westland John Glenn and 
Wayne Memorial baseball 
coaches will probably face 
their biggest challenges of 
their careers during the 1991 
campaign. 

Glenn Coach Norm Hoenes 
and Wayne Coach Jim Chro- 
nowski find their ranks thin- 
ning because of an im- 
plemented Pay-to-Play policy. 

Because the school district 
voters failed to approve mil- 
lage requests, school district 
athletes must come up with 
$210 each to offset program 
costs. 


“Our numbers are down.” 
said Hoenes. who is preparing 
to field his 25th team at Glenn. 
“And Wayne’s numbers are 
also down. I have to attribute it 
to our Pay-to-Play. 

“We usually have 75 report- 
ing for practice. We only had 
36. How else can you explain it. 
The kids just don’t have the 
money. 

“And the 1991 season could 
be the most trying season in my 
25 years as coach.” 

Glenn and Wayne have tradi- 
tionally fielded title contenders 
in their respected conferences. 
In fact, the Westlanders have 
captured three Western Lakes 
Conference titles and were run- 


ner-up twice. And when they 
did not win. the Rockets were 
usually only one game out of 
first place. 

This year, the Rockets 
appear to be in trouble. 


A 15-7 team a year ago, Glenn | 
will face the season without a 
returning pitcher. Pitchers are 
what the team “have been bles- 
sed with in the past,” accord- 
ing to the coach. 


“Our pitching is definitely 
questionable,” Hoenes said. 
“We’re looking to fill that 
void.” 

He doesn’t have much time. 
The Rockets will launch the 
season at 10:30 a m. Saturday 
at Willow Run High School 
where they will meet the host in 
the opening game of a four- 
team tournament.
